JOLIET, 111.—(yp)—A s\veeplng in- 


vestigation in the sordid secrets of 
prison life was begun Wednesday to 
uncover the whole story behind the 
fatal slashing Tuesday of -Richard 
Locb, "thrill murderer" of Bobby 
Franks in 1924. 


As county, prison and state auth- 


orities sought the details of the slay- 
ing Locb's wealthy relatives tried to 
give a hurried and secret burial to the 
young intellectual whose experiment 
In murder was a 1924 sensation. 


James Day, 28, serving a term for 


larceny, confessed the knife killing of 
Locb, State's Attorney Will McCabe of 
Will county said, and blamed it to 
Loeb's persistence in pursuing him 
over a long period with improper ad- 
vances. 


Sullen at first, Day refused to dis- 


cuss the case uxccpt to tell Warden 
Joseph Ragen it was "just a fight." 


Later, to Edward G. Powers, inves- 


tigator for the state's attorney's of- 
fice, he gave a full statement of the 
furious fight he said he had with 
Loeb.

Growers expecting to sell sweet po- 
tnto plants this spring should write 
to the Plant Board immediately for 
information on important inspection 
regulation!! in effect for the first time 
this season, 


Under these all growers who rell 


sweet potato plants must hnvo their 
bods inspected. 
An Inspection fee of 


$2.50 for the first 50 bushels or less, 
plus 3 cents for onch ndldtlotnil bushel 
bedded will be charged. In addition 
every bundle of plants 
sold 
must 


carry n label giving the name and nrl- 
dress of the grower. 


Application for inspection should be 


made us soon as bedding is completed. 
However, beds will not be inspected 
until the plants are well advanced nnd 
somrtimes not until after several pull-

past," ho states, "when nearly every- 
one connected with aviation nssuded 
thut the safely of multi-engine air- 
planes was in more or less dirclt pro- 
portion to the number of engines lar- 
ried." 


The safety factor has changed be- 


cause of improvement in engines, in 
use 
of controlluble-pitch propellers 


and the shaping of ships to reduce air 
resistance so that they can remain ut 
adequate altiudes with only half their 
power plants in use. 


"Then years ago," Perkins said, "it 


was usunl to experience forced land- 
ings clue to power plant failure on 
nearly one trip in every 30. Present 
power plants are so much superior in 
this respect that the average for sin- 
gle engined machines on scheduled 
airlines is of the order of one trip in 
every 500. 


"The safety from forced landings 


due to power plant failure of nn air- 
plane with several engines increases 
rapidly ns the reliability of a single 
power plant unit increases." 


Mathematics gives the following in-

Lake Placid: Veil Snarinen. of Fin- 
land, won the 50-kilometer event, as 
he did. in 1928; Utterstrom of Sweden, 
won the 18-kilometer.

States, the other three contests, "lang- 
lauf," "slalom;" and combined "lang- 
lauf" and jumping, play just as im- 
portant parts in the final standing of 
the teams.

Ruud, who 
holds the world record of 301 feet, 
again will compete, nnd will 'be as- 
sisted by Rcide Anderson. Alf Ander- 
son, and Hans Beck. Their chief com- 
petition is expected to come from 
Sven Eriksson, of Sweden, and Valo- 
nen,/the Finn. 


The new jump erected for the Olym-
